Marquis led the wildest of lives in the
wildest oapitals of Europe, endeavor-
ing te drown hia sorrowa in the whirl
of dissipation.

His story was partially known, and women
fell in Jove with him, while men, althongh
really despising a marquis who had loved a
hivd's daughter, flattered him both for the
sake of his position ud the recklessness with
which be squandered bis money.

THE IRISH ROYAL MARRIAGE.
Seotland bhaving carred off the maiden all

or rather very early next |

for-Lorne, it has been supposed that Ireland
must be similarly honored by royal patronage.

| It has been supposed by the average British

statesmen for some generations bnek that the
Celtic mind is peculiarly sensitive to royal
favors, and that a panscea for all misgovern.
ment and wrong dealing is to be found ina
royal visit, or in rumors of a proposed pur-
chase of a palace in some of those Irish para.
dises whose beanly makes Balmoral or Os-
borne seem howling wildernesses. It has
therefore ocourred to Mr. Gladstone that the
suggestion of an Irish royal marriage will
drive the people fairly wild with loyalty and
delight. The young gentleman selected for
the *‘national” honor is of respectable rank
and tolerably respectable family. As the
celhla sunbunced, he is the pressnt Marquis of
Ely.

*“‘Our right trusty and entirely beloved
oousin, the most noble and pnissant prince,”
Sir John Henry Wellington Graham Loftus,
Marquis and Earl of Ely, in the Connty Wick-
low, Viscount Loftus, of Ely, and Baron
Loftus of Loftus Hall, County Wexford, in
the Peerage of Ireland, and Baron Loftus, of
Long Loftus, in the County of Cork, in the
peerage of the United Kiogdom, a baronet
and half a dozen other things, great and small,
is now in his twenty.second year, and sue-
ceeded to his family titles as Fourth Marqnis
some fourteen years ago. He has not yet
distingunished himsel! very particularly; the
last occasion on which the public became
acquainted with the fact that the peerage con-
tnined snch & title was during Prince
Arthur's visit to Ireland, when his Royal
Highness was entertained at Ely Castle,
County Fermanagh.

Artemus Ward has shown that “bad spell-
ing"” is a convincing proof of family or lite-
rary antiguity, and on this aceount the gene-
alogy wakers spell the family name of the
Marquess somewhat peculiarly. According te
those distinguished though not very con-
scientious scholars, the members of the Col-
lege of Heralds, there must have been a dis-
tinguished Lotchus in the days of Alfred, and
some time later there wns one Lofthouse,
The ,only distingnished men of the family
were called Adam Lofthouse, both of whom
were Chancellors of Ireland. The last of these
wai at one time ohaplain to Lord Sussex
when that peer went to Ireland as Viceroy,
Vice-regal patropsge soon advanced him
to the primatial see of Armagh, whenee
the same merit transieted him to the
wealtbier and more influential Bee of Dablin,
in 1567. This was the stepping-stone to atill
higher dignity, and he was made Lord Keeper
of the Seal, and afterwards Lord High Chan-
cellor of Ireland. 'T'he good, pious, and im-
mortel Queen of Epgland baving founded
Trinity College, this most reverend lord and
father was made its first provest, Aroh-
bishop Loftns was a patriarch in green Erin,
and was the father of twenty Anglo-Irish
descendants, from whom irregularly, and
through the female line, the Loftases, of
Loftus Hall, and the ancestors of the pre-
sent Marquesas, were desoended. They num-
bered distinguished men, There were
amongst them a Knight of B8t. Patrick, a
Bishop of Clogher, a barrister, and a
civil servant or two, A ocadet of the
honse was an ambassador to some of the Ger-
wan conrts, There were also some Loftuses
pretty respectable militia officers. The dates
of the creation of the titles of the family are:
—Baron, 1785; Viscount, Degember, 178%;
Earl, 1794; Marquess, December 20, 1800,
Baron of the United Kingdom, January 19,
1501. The dates of these last creations suffl-
clently indicate to every Irishman the nstare
of the services by which they were purchased.

If England were to seek in Ireland a mate

for her royal daughter who would honor guite
as much as he wonld be honored, it is need-
| less to say that he should have been the young
’ Eurl of Offaley, who one day will be the pre-
| mier duke, marquis, and earl of Ireland.
